This spring marks the closing of Mr. Bingham's 
coaching at Roosevelt. We regard it as an honor to 
have been coached by Mr. Bingham, who has stood for 
clean athletics and fine sportsmanship. 

Glen A. Bingham, for the past three years head 
coach of all Roosevelt's major athletic teams, was born 
in the state of Kansas, but at an early age moved with 
his family to Loveland, Colorado. 

Mr. Bingham started his athletic career at Loveland 
Union High School where he played on the football 
team during his four years' course. He was on the 
basket ball, baseball and track teams his last three years 
in high school. 

Upon graduating from high school he entered the 
University of Denver, enrolling in an architectural 
course and worked his way through college. Mr. Bing- 
ham played four years of football, one year on the fresh- 
man team, three years of basket ball and baseball and 
was a member of the track team for three years. He captained the varsity football 
team his senior year. 

In 1917, when the World War was at its highest point, he enlisted in the army 
and was overseas for ten months. After his discharge from the army in 1919, he 
accepted a coaching offer from Billings, Montana, where he intended to coach two 
years and then take up architectural work. He met with such a degree of success 
at Billings that he chose to stay in the coaching profession. From Billings he went 
to Denver High School where he coached the following year and a half. His base- 
ball team at Denver was runner-up for state championship honors. 

After coaching at Denver High School for a brief period, he was appointed at 
his Alma Mater as assistant football coach. He was at Denver University but one 
year, and then he came to Roosevelt in its opening year. 

Since coming to Roosevelt, Coach Bingham has developed the athletics at this 
institution till they are at par with any high school in the country.

ROOSEVELT athletic teams have ranked high for a comparatively 
new school, winning honors in all fields, but there is one sport 
which it has greatly excelled in this year. This sport is basket ball. 
The athletes on all the Roosevelt teams were excellent cagers, trained to 
pitch by a coach unusually skilled at coaching basket ball teams. This 
year's record surpasses all records in Des Moines for a long time back be- 
cause all four teams from Roosevelt won the championship from their 
opponents in all Des Moines High Schools. This gives Roosevelt the best 
title to the city basket ball championship that could be obtained, setting 
Roosevelt as one of the best cage teams in the state. The Roosevelt "A" 
team won every one of its eight games, giving them the title in that clars. 
The "B" team lost one of its eight games to the East "B" team but won the 
second game played with that team. 

The "C" team lost one game to the North High "C" team but suc- 
ceeded in beating that team in the second game; while the "D" team won 
a clear title to all games. Many of the men on the four Roosevelt teams 
found berths on the all-city teams and many were highly praised for their 
playing. John Monahan, the captain of the "A" team, was placed as cap- 
tain on the all-city "A" team and was considered by many basket ball critics 
as one of the best players in the state. Max Everett, the "A" team center, 
was given that position and captain of the all-city second team. 

The record made by this group of players this year is a worthy record 
to put behind Roosevelt as a precedent to help put a strong school spirit 
for all our athletic teams and to help them to keep up their fine work and 
rise to the top of the city schools in all athletic achievements. All of 
Roosevelt is proud of these teams and their records and will back them 
to the limit in all of their future games. 
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Before the swimming meets started Roosevelt's chances for a championship team 
seemed certain but when the first meet was over in favor of the opponents, things 
did not look so bright. 

The first meet came with North, Friday, February 5. The Roosevelt Relay Team, 
composed of Chase, Drake, Billick, and Pat Taylor, clipped a second or two off the 
state record, making a new one of 1:22 7-10. Roosevelt lost to North by a very 
close score of 36-33. 

The second meet was with West, Friday, February 12. Roosevelt team over- 
whelmed their opponents by score of 48-9. 

Then came the meet with East, a meet that is always undecided until the last 
event. Roosevelt was defeated all the way through, the final score being 49-20. In 
this meet Birch and Henry of East set new state records in the 100 yard backstroke 
and 220 yard free style. 

Following the dual meets came the annual city conference meet. Although no 
state records were broken the meet was very fast all the way through. East won 
first honors with 56 points. North was second, followed closely by Roosevelt, with 
23 and 22 points. 

Roosevelt will have the same team out next year with a little more experience 
than they have this year and they will surely place higher. 
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' I l HERE is one branch of sport in which Roosevelt has always been successfully 
* represented, and yet this sport arouses less enthusiasm in the school than any 
of the other activities. Tennis can take in every person in the school. Both boys 
and girls can come out for their respective teams and can stay on the squad irrespec- 
tive of their ability. Neither squad is cut. 

Roosevelt High School has been in existence for three years, and every year 
Roosevelt has won the city championship and sent teams to state meets that have 
always ended near the top. Roosevelt turns out individual champions. In 1923 
and 1924 Harris Coggeshall held the City Junior title. In 1925 he held the State 
Senior Championship and went to the National Junior Tournament. Harris did 
not play in the City Junior Tournament in 1925, but it was captured by another 
Roosevelt boy, Harry Elliott, who nosed out Frank Brody, a team member, in five 
gruelling sets. The girls developed an expert in Katherine Coggeshall, who always 
ranked high in the tournaments she entered. 

Roosevelt has no tennis coach. All the success obtained has been earned by 
the voluntary work of the squad members. They arranged their tournaments and 
their practice matches. Only a small group of students worked for this sport, but 
the results have been most gratifying to the workers and to the school as a whole. 

Now a Roosevelt Tennis Club has been organized. After the first two weeks 
the enrollment of the Club was second only to the Dramatic Guild, and it is steadily 
increasing. Every boy is eligible for the Club and many junior high boys have 
taken advantage of the offer. With such cooperation it seems that in a few years 
tennis should be classed as one of the major sports. 
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Golf Team 

The Roosevelt Golf Team won the annual city tournament by defeating all three 
city high schools at Waveland course last fall. 

In the first game on September 26, Roosevelt beat North by the overwhelming 
score of 23- 1. Every man on the team shot in the eighties. 

The second success for the team was on October 3 when the Roosevelt aggrega- 
tion downed the West High Golf Team by another big score of 22-2. Although 
rain made the course slow, our boys turned in cards in the eighties. 

The third and final score of the team came October 9 when the Roosevelt team 
beat the East Siders llYrlYz. Eddie Sherwin of Roosevelt and Jack Wickham of 
East had low scores of the day with 74 and 76 respectively. This finished the Fall 
Golf Season. Out of a possible 72 points the team captured 67]/ 2 to our opponents' 
4J/2 points. 

The men who should receive credit, are Denmar Miller, Eddie Sherwin, Frank 
Jordan, Richard Ullrich, Robert Cox, Donald Wissler, George Lockhart, Maurice 
Wolfson and Gilbert Phillips. By graduation in January the team lost Carroll 
Wissler and Maurice Wolfson. Carroll and Maurice have been playing on the 
team for the past four semesters and have had good scores each time. The team 
will have back for the spring season John Jordan. Being ineligible for the fall sea- 
son John, city junior champion, will play on the first team. He can shoot the 
seventies pretty consistently. 

This spring the team will have more tournaments than they have ever had. Be- 
sides the three city meets there may be invitation meets at Ames, Grinnell and Iowa

The aim in girls' athletics is to have every girl participate in some form of physical activity, 
rather than have a limited number participate because of superior physical prowess. Every girl 
is- urged to win 150 points for year or class numerals. 300 points for the school letter and 600 
points for the state emblem. 

Last fall and this spring tennis and golf have claimed many of the members who earn points 
by playing on the school teams. The Girls' Golf is developing many youthful stars for our 
teams. The newly organized Racquet Club has encouraged girls to take up tennis. In the 
iall Soccer Teams were organized and the girls played twice every week after school. During 
the winter there have been three active basketball teams. Volley-ball has also been an interesting 
sport. Swimming has proved to be very popular during the winter months, as well as spring 
and fall, for the pool if filled every night. Girls are given the opportunity to join the Shark's 
Club which is an added incentive to earn points. Baseball teams are busy practicing this spring. 
Track and field stars are developing among the girls who have come out for six weeks' practice 
period which ends with a meet. 

Points are given in the G. A. A. for all phases of athletics. The chairmen of the various 
sports have been very efficient in checking up the fast earned points for long hours of basketball, 
soccer, rowing, hiking, track, swimming, life-saving, ice-skating, horseback riding, tennis, golf

The club's active membership includes those who have won thirty points. Meetings, includ- 
ing business and social, have been held once a month.

If Instructions Arc Faithfully Carried Out, Players Become Eligible for Golden Harp 

The game of football is one of modern civilization and reaches the acme of perfection in the 
higher educational institution but is played to some degree of perfection by high school youths 
who have become sufficiently strong to inflect punishment upon the opposing players. 

The High School football course is of four years' duration, and unless the student is kicked 
in such time, he will carry the marks of football training all his life.

19. No player will be allowed to stand on another player's face for more than 3 minutes 
without apologizing. 

20. No player who has broken his back, broken his neck, or been killed will be allowed to 
participate further in the game unless he is desirous of "getting even" with the other fellow
